I nlnslrnplio - l oiidltion 
or Ike H o u n d e d — Further Teslluiony 
Refore llie Coroner's Jury. 
S a n t a Cruz, May Lbith.—There is no 
change in the condition of the wounded. 
Kohde will probably live, but George Post is 
in a critical condition. 
A map and diagram of the road at the scene 
of the accident has been filed with the Coro­ 
ner, signed by L. B. Healey. It shows that 
the curve from which the cars were thrown 
was originally 13’ 8’ curvature. For about 
100 feet the whole track, ties and rails were 
shifted so that in a distance of about 50 feet 
the curvature was 23'. 
The testimony of the conductor and lirake- 
man was taken this morning at their bedsides 
in the Pacific Ocean House.' 


EVIDENCE OF THE URAKEMAN. 
M. I). McLeon, the hrakeman, testified 
that he had the brake on the first car set 
tight when the accident took place; when 
the whistle blew for dowu brakes he had the 
brake on the first car tight ; he attempted to 
give it another turn, but it was tight down ; 
the wheels on the side toward the river raised 
from the track, and when they came dowu 
struck on the ties outside of the rail ; the 
train was running about fifteen or twenty 
miles an hour ; I have never been over the 
road as brakeman before; when the cars 
jumped from the track the passengers were 
thrown against me; I had still hold of the 
brake wheel, and was thrown against the 
bank with a number of passengers on top of 
me. 
THE CONDUCTOR’S STORT. 
\Y. 1). Bones, the conductor, testified that 
the trip of Sunday was the first time he had 
been over this part oi the road. 
Witness 
thought it was two or three minutes after the 
whistle blew that the accident happened. 
He had started for the brake on the forward 
end of the third car from where he was col­ 
lecting fares in the second car, before the 
whistle blew. His reason for this was that 
he had a large number of fares to collect, aud 
wanted to slow down so that he could-finish 
before the arrival at the terminus. 
He 
should judge that the speed was 17 to 20 
miles an hour. 
Me did not know that the 
train was approaching a curve. 
Both Bones and McLean testified that they 
had not been drinking at all. 
- 


OTHER TESTIMONY. 
Michael Leonard, who went up and ex­ 
amined the track after the accident, testified 
that there were no marks of the wheels for 
some distance on the outer or river side of 
the track after the train left the rail, so that 
the cars must have run on the right-hand set 
of wheels with the others raised in the air. 
He also said that the space between the rails 
was only about half filled with earth, instead 
of flush with the ties, as customary. 
Alfred Withers, a fireman on the South 
Pacific Coast Railroad, and who was on the 
engine on Sunday, testified that he felt the en­ 
gine give a lurch immediately before the cars 
left the rail, and it felt as though it had 
struck a joint which was out of order. A 
flat car is usually weighted with about ten 
tons of freight. Fifteen miles an hour is the 
average speed for freight trains. 
The fireman, Frank 11. Thompson, testified 
to the circumstances of the disaster. He did 
not hear the engineer put on steam on the re­ 
verse after the lurch of the engine. When 
the locomotive had left for Santa Cruz,, leav­ 
ing him behind, several who were not injured 
attempted personal violence on him. They 
seemed insane for vengeance on somebody. 
He started down the track and met a section 
foreman, who 
he thought 
was 
named 
Sweeney, with a gang of men. He reported 
the accident to him. The foreman said he 
knew where it was ; that the iron was too 
light there, and he would lia'.e cut it if lie 
had had the tools with which to do it. The 
foreman also said he had expected an acci­ 
dent at that place. 
The iuquest was then adjourned till this 
afternoon.

Arrest or lln ssel S lough Selllers — The 
K:iliurh-!lc Young L ihd Case. 
S an F rancisco, May 20th.—Five of the 
Mussel Slough settlors—Win. P. Friend, 
John Hackett, J. S. Hackett, L. O. Hanley 
and James B. Fluelling—were arrested in 
this city to-day on a charge of being engaged 
in the recent fatal affray in that locality. 
They claim that they were not concerned in 
the shooting, and came to this city to see the 
railroad authorities with regard to effecting 
some compromise in connection with their 
land claims. 
At half past 7 o’clock to-night the case of 
M. H. l)e Young, upon a charge of having 
published a libel of and concerning Mayor 
Kalloch, was called in the Police Court. J. 
W. Shimmins, who was ou the stand at tho 
time of the previous session, was recalled and 
the (piestion previously propounded, as to his 
knowledge of Isaac 
S. 
Kalloch 
while 
he 
resided 
in 
Kansas, 
was 
repeated 
to him, when counsel for the 
Mayor 
interposed 
a 
further objection on the 
ground of the form of the question. He held 
that the question was too comprehensive, and 
under it the witness would be permitted to 
testify to matters entirely immaterial to the 
issue. The Court overruled tho objection, 
and the witness said he frequently met Dr. 
Kalloch in Ottawa, in gatherings, la 180ÍI 
the Doctor moved to Lawrence, and then 
witness met him more frequently ; was with 
him frequently at meetings, and in political 
gatherings ; during two or three years saw a 
great deal of him and heard a great deal of 
him. In the latter part of 1873 witness was 
in business with the Doctor. 
Witness took a 
warm interest in political affairs, and was 
well acquainted with all the leading men of 
the .State. He said that he knew the Doctor 
as well 03 one man can know another in the 
course of geueral intercourse. 
Mr. Campbell—Do you know what his 
general reputation was among tho people 
who knew him, for truth, honesty and in­ 
tegrity ? 
Witness—Yes. 
Mr. Campbell—What was it? 
Witness—Bad. 
Mr. Campbell—From your knowledge of 
him and his reputation, did he have a reputa­ 
tion for corrupt practices ? 
Mr. Highton objected to this question and 
said that the defense bad gone as far as the 
ruling of the Court would permit. 
Mr. Campbell contended that the defend­ 
ant had to Bhow that the complainant had the 
reputation of having been engaged in corrupt 
practices while in Kansas, to show that he 
was none too good to concoct or procure j>er- 
jury for a motive much weaker than that of 
saving the life of his son. 
Mr. Campbell 


c o d tinned at length on the point he made, and 
was followed by Mr. Lloyd and Mr. Murphy, 
who also contended for the same. 
Mr. Highton replied at great lergth, and 
claimed that the piuqwse of the question 
asked was to hurl scandal at the head of the 
complainant. 
Judge Rix said he proposed to confine the 
defense to establishing that the complainant 
has a bad reputation for truth, honesty and 
integrity, and sustained the objection.

It is now possible to estimate the real ex­ 
tent and significance of that public opinion 
which is opposed to the nomination of 
Grant, and an examination of the facts 
and figures ought to convince the most 
stalwart third-tenner that the recent ma­ 
chine victory in Illinois affords no crite­ 
rion of the ultimate success of the Grant 
‘‘boom.”

This is the result of a test of public opin­ 
ion in regard to the alleged “ spontaneous” 
demand for the nomination of Grant. 
Every Western State, with the exception 
of Illinois and Colorado, both of which 
have been captured by the machine in no­ 
torious opposition to the sentiment of the 
majority of the Republicans, has declared 
against Grant and a third term. Nor is 
the showing in the Eastern States any 
more encouraging to the “ stalwarts.” 
For example, New Jersey, Maine, Con­ 
necticut, Rhode Island, Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts have elected 
92 anti-Grant delegates, as against 4 Grant 
delegates, to the National Convention. We 
thus have in these Western and Eastern 
States a total of 286 anti-Grant votes to 17 
Grant votes ; and yet some of the Grant 
managers continue to pretend that the 
party is pining for his nomination, and 
that he is, as the ridiculous New York 
Herald puts it, “ the only fit candidate.” 


TTE COMMUNISTS IN PARIS. 
The late attempt to get up a popular de­ 
monstration on the anniversary of the col­ 
lapse of the l’aris Commune, did not 
prove very successful. The popularity of 
the Commune in Varis would seem to have 
declined during the past ten years, for on 
thisoccasior. the procession appears to have 
been a grotesque failure. The Government, 
taught by experience to apprehend serious 
trouble on all such occasions, made formid­ 
able preparations for suppressing the law­ 
less elements if need should arise, hut the 
arrests euuje were very few, and curiously 
enough a considerable percentage of them 
proved to be foreigners. This fact seems 
to have irritated the Government, and per­ 
haps encouraged by the diminution in the 
supply of French Communists, it lias de­ 
termined to banish all foreign disturbers 
forthwith. This resort to banishment is 
the expedient of indolent Governments, 
which at the same time incline toward 
despotism. As a rule it never prodnces 
any satisfactory results. The men who 
are banished always employ their exile 
in conspiracy, and they are enabled to 
extend the sphere of their uselessness by 
making it believed that they are regarded 
as particularly dangerous by principalities 
and powers. The French Government has 
not got far enough in its democratic edu­ 
cation to perceive that the surest way to 
suppress conspirators is to remove all ob­ 
struction? from them. Such people would 
die out if they were not kept alive by the 
stimulus of police persecution. 
If the 
French would adopt the English and 
American methods in this regard they 
would soon coase to he troubled with dan­ 
gerous conspirators. 
Nobody thinks of 
conspiring in countries where no! >.]y cares 
about conspiracies. In a really free atmos­ 
phere all the secret, dark, and midnight 
limits of your true European revolutionist 
become out of place and ridiculous, and 
ridicule destroys them utterly. 
France 
would do more wisely if she let her Social­ 
ists alone, and permitted them to hold 
their absurd parades without" taking any 
notice of them. Indifference would soon 
deprive the business of all attraction for 
nine-tenths of those who follow it now. 


THE GENESIS CF A CANARD. 
Somebody has been investigating the 
origin of the late rumors about Indian 
massacres in Arizona, and has traced them 
hack to the portentous circumstance that 
several weeks ago three Indians asked for 
a drink of water at a house cn the San 
1‘edro river, and that one of them muttered 
something which was afterwards construed 
as a threat. This is almost as good a story 
as the one about the three black crows, 
which used to figure in the school readers. 
An Indian asking for a drink of water is 
heard to matter something of which the 
words jidro tiempo are alone distinguished. 
It is inferred by some person of a lively 
imagination that this has reference to a 
threat to come back in a short time and do 
something dreadful; and out of this un­ 
promising beginning grows a fine bold sen­ 
sation of a dreadful Indian massacre. The 
veteran falsifiers of Nevada will have to 
hide the:r diminished heads before this new 
avatar of lying talent, and we should 
think that the Sazerac Club would find it 
worth while to invite this Arizona artist to 
settle in the silver State. 


It is not possible, in the face of these 
figures, seriously to contend that General 
Grant is the choice of the party. It is 
only too apparent that he has been rejected 
wherever public opinion has had a fair op­ 
portunity to manifest itself. The West 
may be regarded as almost unanimous in 
its opposition to his nomination. The re­ 
sistance to the third term at the East is 
almost equally pronounced. 
The claim 
that he would have a solid South has been 
shown to be untenable by the fcicts. The 
reliance of his managers upon New York 
and Pennsylvania has been shown to be 
misplaced. Notwithstanding the unscru­ 
pulous employment of machine tactics in 
both those States, it has been found im­ 
possible to control the delegations. The 
latest report from Pennsylvania is that 
twenty-nine delegates, or just half the 
delegation, will vote against Grant, while 
it is confidently asserted that he will lo3e 
fourteen votes in New York. The abil­ 
ity of the Craut managers to force 
the admission of the machine delegates 
from Illinois is by no means proved; 
in fact all the indications point to 
a failure in that maneuver. 
There 
cm be no doubt that all the anti-Grant 
delegates in the Convention w ill'unite to 
defeat the machine programme. 
The 
Committee on Credentials will therefore 
certainly not he a Grant committee. 
There is no method by which the Grant 
men can overcome the preponderance 
against them on organization, unless they 
should resort to open fraud, and though 
it is quite possible that they would not 
shrink from this recourse, it is highly im­ 
probable that they would he allowed to 
cirry out any arrangement of that char­ 
acter. Mr. Logan’s offer to guarantee the 
admission of the Louisiana machine bolt­ 
ers ¡3 one of those propositions which are 
far easier to make than to perforin, and 
his Illinois contract is likely to prove no 
less difficult of fulfillment. 
In fact, 
while the bluster and noise of the 
machine men increases constantly, it is 
only necessary to analyze the situation 
coolly to see that their course has been 
marked by failures at every step, anil that 
the further they have proceeded the more 
emphatic his been the expression of pub­ 
lic resentment at their policy. And it is 
proper to point out that there has never 
before in the history of the party been any 
such general and determined condemnation 
of a candidate as is here displayed. Even 
supposing that through the free use of flagi­ 
tious methods the machine should succeed 
in procuring the nomination of Grant at 
Chicago, it is evident that no general sup­ 
port for the ticket could be expected. The 
Great West takes no stock in Grant 
as a candidate, nor would it enter into 
a 
campaign 
on 
his 
behalf 
with 
any enthusiasm, even supposing that 
it 
accepted 
the 
nomination. 
But 
it is already certain that if he is nomi­ 
nated there will be a third candidate, and 
no one can examine the list of States given 
in this article without perceiving that in 
such an event a great part of the West 
would be apt to prefer this third candidate 
to the Chicago nominee. The time for the 
servile submission of parties to the dicta­ 
tion of a few managers, is past. It is no 
longer possible to crack the party whip as 
of old. Men will not surrender their con­ 
victions as to what is just and expedient, 
but they will step out of the ranks of any 
party which docs not suit them. Viewing 
the prospect dispassionately and carefully, 
it therefore appears probable, first, that 
the machine managers cannot secure the 
nomination of Grant at Chicago; and, 
second, that even if they should secure his 
nomination, they cannot induce the party 
to acquiesce in this programme. ,

THE SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 
Naturally a good deal of comment has 
been caused by the singular breakdown of 
the first grade of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School in the late annual examina­ 
tions. The chief deficiency of the clas*, 
and apparently the only serious deficiency, 
is in practical arithmetic ; and this is the 
more remarkable because the first grade of 
the Capital. Grammar School, working 
upon the same examination papers, have ex­ 
hibited no such backwardness. We must 
at once dismiss as untenable the idea that 
there is any natural difference of capacity 
between these two classes. The only ad­ 
missible presumption is that they are com­ 
posed of equally good material. 
It must 
therefore bo in the conditions surrounding 
them that the difference in results has 


originated, and it would follow from this 
inference either that the teaching in one 
school wa3 superior to that in the other, or 
that one school had possessed some peculiar 
advaniage in preparation, not enjoyed by 
the other. The second of these hypothe­ 
ses has been formulated by Rumor into the 
assertion that the pupils of the Capital 
Grammar School were trained in the very 
questions .used in the examination. This 
would imply that a member of the Board 
of Education hatl' betrayed his trust. It 
would also involve an amount of publicity 
incompatible with the performance of a 
discreditable act. Had it been so, more­ 
over, the fact must have been easily dem­ 
onstrated, and so far as we can ascertain 
there is nothing but vague report in sup­ 
port of this assertion. We must therefore 
dismiss it as incredible, and thus we are 
brought back to the other hypothesis, 
which is that of inefficient teaching in 
arithmetic at the Sacramento Grammar 
School. Of course this theory hears hard 
upon Professor McDonald. This, how­ 
ever, cannot be helped. It has become 
necessary to get at the truth in this con­ 
nection, and Professor McDonald must 
perceive that there is no other way of deal­ 
ing with the case than to sift out all the 
possible causes of the failure until the real 
cause is reached. The first requirement is 
that tiie pupils of the public schools should 
be well and thoroughly taught. If they 
are not well taught their time is wasted, 
and they are exposed to humiliation such 
as cannot but exercise an injurious iu- 
fluence upon their characters. In the 
present case the failure of so large a 
class, and in so remarkable a manner, 
demands, and must have, a serious 
investigation. We hope that the methods 
of the teachers may be vindicated, but 
whether they are or not, justice must be 
done to the children, for they are the chief 
sufferers from this collapse. While speaking 
of this matter, however, we feel it right to 
express the opinion that the Board of Edu­ 
cation is highly culpable for what we can 
only characterize a3 a most ilagraut breach 
of faith with the pupils of the Grammar 
School. 
The latter were given to under­ 
stand that their term standing would be 
considered at the close of the year. They 
acted npon this belief throughout the 
term, and then at the close of the year 
they were told that the monthly reports 
were not to count at all. 
As to the 
representations made by the teachers, upon 
which the Board acted, we must put them 
aside as irrelevant. No matter what the 
defects of the method might be, the fact 
that the Board had made an agreement 
with the ohildren was binding upon it, 
and it had no moral right to abrogate its 
original understanding. The effect of its 
capricious and unjust change of purpose 
has been extremely demoralizing to the 
pupils, and the action of the Board de­ 
serves severe reprehension. It is evident 
that several reforms are required in school 
matters, in fact, and more attention will 
have to be paid to this subject until it is 
put in a satisfactory condition.

Burroughs immediately 
ran towards a small stick which lay on the 
gronsd at a short distance. Murphy fol­ 
lowed, Burroughs stooped to pick up the 
stick with his right hand, at the same time 
throwing up his left hand to gnard a blow 
from the knife, and receiving a very severe 
cut across the back of the hand. He 
turned and struck Murphy with the stick 
on the side of the head, knocking him 
down. The man who had told Burroughs 
to run had hv this time got to the spot and 
seized Murphy, preventing further diffi­ 
culty. Murphy was slightly intoxicated at 
the time. He is a saloon-keeper, and will 
probably get the full extent cf the law.

If the anti-Grant 
men appeal from this decision, and a vote is 
taken upon the appeal, Cameron will decide 
again that the rule must he enforced in this 
vote also. The Grant men are talking about 
this programme very freely to-day, and assert 
with the greatest apparent confidence that by 
the help of Cameron and the unit rule they 
will not only get a temporary Chairman, but 
also when it comes to a choice of a permanent 
Chairman they will elect him likewise by the 
same kind of tactics. Of course Blaine's 
nearest friends, aud those who will manage 
his case in Chicago, know all about this 
scheme, and are making preparations to 
checkmate Cameron and his followers. 
A VENERABLE PROTESTANT.

I’lac er C lnini. ntnl Town Sites. 
W ashington, May 26th.— The Secretary 
of the Interior to day transmitted to the 
Senate a report from the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office on the subject of 
entries of town sites on mineral lands. Com­ 
missioner Williamson, in his report, first 
gives briefly the outlines of the practice of 
the General Land Office under the laws re­ 
lating to the subject, citing a number of 
cases which have already been decided, one 
of which is mentioned for the purpose of il­ 
lustrating the difficulties involved iu cases 
where town sites are made upon lands locat­ 
ed, purchased and valuable for placer mines, 
lie then says : “ In \iewof the fact that it 
has for many years been the law' that no ti­ 
tle to a valid mining claim or possession could 
he acquired through a town site entry, and 
that when a surface placer claim existed, the 
town site claimant necessarily had persosal 
knowledge of the incompatibility of the ex­ 
istence of both claims upon the same 
grounds, I am, in the absence of ac-enrate 
knowledge of the equitable claims, if any, 
existing in individual cases heretofore em­ 
bodied in general adjudication, unable to 
advisably conclude what, if any, equitable 
relief is due, or what legislation could be di­ 
rected to relieve such occupants of town 
sites y, hich would not at the same time de­ 
stroy essential rights long since allowed by 
law to mineral claimants.” 
Concerning the defects in the present law, 
Commissioner Williamson says that in view 
of all the difficulties which seem to surround 
this question, and the uncertainty of title 
which Ls i «presented to result from the ap­ 
parently unavoidable construction of existing 
laws, legislation f-honld he such as would 
most distinctly define the respective lights of 
mineral and town site claimants. To this 
cud he suggests that if new legislation be 
had, it should provide for the following con­ 
ditions : 
First—Where mineral location of lode3 or 
placer antedates town occupation, patents 
should issue without reservation to mineral 
claimants. 
Second—Where the land Ls occupied as a 
town prior to mineral location, and the char­ 
ter of the town occupancy is clearly perma­ 
nent and in good faith, the same rule of 
priority should control, and patent without 
reservation should issue to the town authori­ 
ties without regard to the, character of the 
land.Third—Where the ground is known to be 
mineral in character, and the location of 
mining claims and buildings, and occupancy 
of dwellings, stores, etc., proceed contempo­ 
raneously, very different questions of fact 
arise íd every case. When the surface occu­ 
pants decide upon permanent and organized 
occupation, it is in their power to immedi­ 
ately apply for a patent, or at least give pub­ 
lished notice of their claim and file the same 
in the District Land Office, and this would be 
a full notice from its date to all subsequent 
locators of mining claims, and the rights of 
the town to unlocated ground should attach 
and patent issue without exception in favor of 
such subsequent locators; while prior loca­ 
tions made during the period when every­ 
thing except the mining location was consid­ 
ered as transient, and calculated only for 
temporary purposes, should not he embraced 
ir. a town site entry, but be subject to entry 
and patent without any reservation by the 
individual owners thereof. 
In conclusion the Commissioner says : “ I 
think that any objection to this plan, based 
upon the proposition that valuable mineral 
ground may sometimes he patented to 3 
town, should be subordinated to the larger 


j interests, public and private, to be secured 
only by certainty of proceedings aud place of 
title.”

They wouid have 
been begun several months age, but owing to 
a difficulty of obtaining service on Spotted 
Tail and Yi-:d Cloud, the matter has been de­ 


layed nntil the present. News was received 
here this morning that Red Cloud and Spotted 
Tail and other Sioux chiefs, while coming 
down the Missouri river on their way to 
Washington, were properly served with sum­ 
monses, both in Nebraska and Dakota. 
They had long ago promised to come off 
their reservation themselves to some proper 
place to be served with notices, as they are 
willing to allow the Poncas to try to recover 
their reservation ; but they were prevented 
by watchful Government officials, who were 
acting, no doubt, under instructions from 
Secretary Schurz. These suits are based upon 
the fact that the treaty between the Govern­ 
ment and the Poncas vested the title abso­ 
lutely in the Poncas, and that the subsequent 
treaty giving these lands to the Sioux has no 
validity. This litigation will determine the 
legal status of the Indians—whethev they 
can sue and be sued in State and Federal 
Courts, and the result will be awaited with a 
great deal of interest. The management of 
these _ suits, as well as ether Ponca litiga­ 
tion, is in the hands of Hon. A. J. Poppleton 
and Hon. J. I., Webster, who do the work 
gratuitously. The expense of the litigation 
will be paid out of the Ponca fund now in 
the hands of a committee of Omaha gentle­ 
men.

The requisition from members sitting on 
the Ministerial side, addressed to Gladstone, 
has been numerously signed. The memorial 
merely expresses the opinion that Sir Bartle 
l’rere should be immediately recalled, on the 
ground that his policy in ¡South Africa was 
condemned by the majority at the recent gen­ 
eral election.

D a n g er from B ad Egos.— A t this sea­ 
son of the year it is often difficult to ob­ 
tain eggs that are fresh unless they are 
procured from some fanner who will guar­ 
antee their freshness. During warm weath­ 
er eggs speedily undergo changes akin to pu­ 
trefaction. The shell but partially protects 
its contents from the destructive action of 
germs, unless it is rendered impervious by 
the application of some substance capable 
of filliug the pores so that the air cannot 
pass through. An Englishman who has in­ 
vestigated the subject quite thoroughly, 
finds, upon microscopic examination, that 
stale eggs often contain certain peculiar 
cells of a fungoid character. These seem 
to be developed from the yolk of the egg, 
that portion which should furnish the ma­ 
terial to form the flesh and hones cf the 
chick which the egg would have produced 
by development under favorable conditions. 
Eggs containing these cells produced a 
poisonous effect upon dogs to which they 
were fed. We know a case in which a 
whole family were seised with violent 
purging in consequnce of the use of stale 
eggs ; at least the difficulty could be as­ 
signed to no other cause. Eggs grow lighter 
as they grow older, by the evaporation of 
their fluid contents, causing the internal 
portion to shrink. This leaves a small air 
space at one end, which becomes larger as 
the egg is older, and if it is very stale it 
will float when placed in water. Such eggs 
should be discarded as unfit for food.

The Board of Education m et yesterday at 
10 
a . M . 
The exam iners of the Grammar 
schools reported, show ing that out of the 53 
pupils in the tirst grade, Sacram ento Gram­ 
mar School, 41 were below 00 per cent, in 
arithm etic, and but 10 were passed to promo­ 
tion absolutely, while 15 are conditioned, and 
11 arc graduated by reason of being two years 
in the class. 
A ll the failures but two were in 
arithm etic. 
In the Capital Grammar School, 
first grade, 24 pasard out of a class of 27, and 
2 are promoted as two-year scholars. 
.Mr. M cDonald of the Sacram ento Gram­ 
mar School referred to his request for a re­ 
exam ination of some of his first-grade schol­ 
ars. l i e believed his pupils qualified to eutcr 
the H igh School, an S’ that they had not done 
them selves justice. 
T he pupils had success­ 
fully worked out the hardest exam ples and 
m issed the easiest. 
H e thought the class 
could do itself justice if it was afforded an op­ 
portunity, and hoped that the Board would 
prepare a new set of qnesti jns for another ex­ 
am ination—at least in arithm etic—in which 
study the records of the scholars during the 
year showed that they were above the re­ 
quired standing. 
H e thought that if another 
opportunity was afforded the class would 
show that they could come up to the required 
average. 
Director Tracy objected to the strain of a 
second exam ination. H e thought the acholara 
had not done them selves justice ; also that 
they had been led to look forward to the ex­ 
am ination w ith great dread and terror, and, 
so far as he could learn, the teachers were to 
blame for this condition of affairs and were 
at fault in the m atter. 
H e then moved that 
the report of the exam ination of the grade 
be referred to Professor 
M cDonald and 
M isses W atson and W eeks—the teachers of 
the class—with instructions to report to the 
Board to-morrow evening as to which pupils 
were com petent to pass—said report to be 
based on the yearly averages of the scholars 
in conjunction with their averages at the 
recent exam ination. 
T he resolution 
was 
adopted. 
President Griffitts referred to a rumor that 
copies of the questions had been in posses­ 
sion of Grammar School scholars prior to the 
exam ination. 
Several Directors stated they 
had heard a like rumor, but could trace it to 
no definite source. 
The expression was that 
such a thing could not be, as the questions 
were not printed until the day before the ex­ 
am inations. 
It was ordered that the closing exercises of 
the Sacram ento Grammar School he post­ 
poned until further orders. 
The Board then adjourned until this even­ 
ing at S o’elock.

L. Dodge, and sustaining him in his 
position as against any Congressional in­ 
terference.

The members o f. the Fire Patrol have 
discarded the old style fire hat and adopted 
the casque or helmet worn by the firemen 
in France. 
The new helmet is neat and 
less cumbersome than the old style hat. 
It is red with a white front, on which is 
the name of the patrol. 
Those worn by 
the officers have twelve cones, while those 
worn by the men have but four. 
The great complaint of would-be buyers 
of real estate is that owners have steadily 
resisted any decline from old rates, even in 
cases where interest was eating them up, 
but this system, which has long kept buy­ 
ers and sellers apart is being broken up — 
notably at the Mission.
